fall are the house pet’s most ac- 
tive periods. They are usually out- 
doors a great deal during these 
seasons of the year, but as the 
cold weather approaches the own- 
er no longer is so enthusiastic 
about getting out with the dog. 
The dog,‘too, usually is very 
happy to get into the house again 
and rarely stays out any longer 
than is necessary. 


Thus, the dog’s activity is con- 
siderably decreased. The amount 
of food a dog requires depends en- 
tirely on the amount of food en- 
ergy the dog requires to keep him 
going. If he’s inactive during the 
winter, he doesn't need so much 
food. Of course being a dog, he'll 
usually eat any given quantity, 
but the excess only goes to build 
up fat. So, if you don’t want a 
fat sluggard in the spring, give 
some thought now to a decrease 
in the food intake. 


This is the season of the year, 
too, when there should be a vita- 
min supplement for the diet. In 
the summer this is not nearly so 
necessary, for the bright sunshine 
helps supply the dog with the nec- 
essary sunshine vitamins. In the 
winter, however, cod liver oil in- 
cluded in the diet will pay divi- 
dends. The cheapest kind available 
will be quite satisfactory, 

With heat on in the house or 
apartment, thought should also be 
given to the dog's sleeping quar- 
ter. Dogs love heat and, if per- 
mitted, will choose a spot close to 
the nearest radiator or hot air 
register. This should not be per- 
mitted, for too much heat is not 
good for the dog's coat and there's 
always the danger of chill when 
the dog does go out into cold, 
wintry weather. 

It's important to remember that 
a dog does not need hot sleeping 
quarters—a temperature of about 
60 degrees being ideal for the 
short-coated breeds and less than 
that for the long-coated ones. 
Floor drafts, however, can be dan- 
gerous, and a bed, built on two- 
by-fours, to raise the dog above 
the level of the floor will pay divi- 
dends in good health.

What's new in barley 


Hakone new recently licensed barley varietics are Vantmore, and 
json, 

Dr. P. G. Hamilton, chief, cereal division, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, reports that Vantmore is a feed barley created by W. 
H. Johnston and D. Metcalfe at the Experimental Farm in Brandon, 
Man, This variety is superior to Vantage in Manitoba and the firat 
seed lots for commercial production were distributed in Manitoba this 
fall. Demand for seed was so great that all stocks were allocated soon 
after the seed was advertised. 

The other newly licensed variety Hudson is a winter barley which 
originated in New York State. It is superior to Wong, Tennessee 
Winter, and Kenate in yielding ability and straw strength. It is only 
winter hardy enough to be grown in southwestern Ontario. 

Good progress was made during the year, both at the University 
of Manitoba and the Experimental Farm in Brandon, Man., in the 
development of a new malting barley. Although it is very difficult to 
produce a new variety of malting barley, both these institutions have 
vayeties in the final year of testing. However, no variety will be re- 
leased unless it meets a long list of exacting field and laboratory re- 
quirements, 

There is a keen interest by. plant breeders in some of the intro- 
duced European two-rowed varieties and a few of these are in their 
fina) year of testing. Theré are many good two-rowed barleys coming 
out of European plant breeding inatitutions and sooner or later some 
of them may be found to be quite suitable for Canadian conditions. 

There are several serious diseases of barley and at present efforts 
are being made to breed resistant varieties. The smuts and leaf dis- 
eases present the most urgent problems. The leaf diseases have such 
common names as-Septoria blight, Net Blotch, Spot Blotch and Scald. 

Aphids are not new in barley, however a widespread attack by them 
as occurred in 1955 does seem unusual, Preliminary observations 
indicate that aphids prefer feeding on some varieties more than 
others, It this trouble persists, plant breeders will be forced to investi- 
gate the possibility of breeding. for resistance to aphids. 

Co-operation between plant breeders, plant pathologists, ento- 
mologists and other related fields of science has resulted in remark-

The men who excite historians 
by unearthing evidence of the 500- 
year Roman occupation of Britain 
went one better in London recent- 
ly and told of digging up remnants 
of an even older society, ; 


Archaeologists are always un- 


but a leader of a recent expedition 
delighted Britain’s large crop of 
historians by proving the existence 
of an organized community active 
before Julius Caesar's followers 
took over the country, 


The pre-Roman town, inhabited 
by Celts, was sited near the pres- 
ent-day village of Silchester, on 
the Berkshire-Hampshire border 
30 miles west of London. 


The Romans began their domi- 
nation in 55 B. C., but because of 
the difficulties of transportatioh, 
they did not attack the Village 
until about 40 A.D, The Celts then 
fled the area and settled in Wales. 

Excavations were made in a Ad- 
foot-wide ditch, believed to have 
been a barrier in the community’s 
defence system, 


In the bottom of the ditch, un- 
der 10 feet of earth, archaeologists 
found hundreds of. pieces of brok- 
en pots and vases, , 

“That was definite proof that 
the society existed before the 
Roman conquest," George Boon, of 
Reading Museum, said, Shen
